“A classroom without chalk- 
boards is a little like a bicycle 
without wheels.

“There is a lot 
of detailed work that goes unno- 
ticed by many, but without those 
details it would make it very dif- 
ficult for a teacher to have a 
good day otherwise.” 

A new restroom facility for 


teachers on the second floor of 


West Middle School, along with 
a revamped teachers’ lounge, 
are some new additions this year 
that principal Denise Holmes 
Suspects teachers will notice 
immediately. 

“These were huge quality-of- 


life improvements,” says 
Holmes, of West Middle. “And 
the attitude of maintenance in 
doing these projects has been a 
‘whatever-it-takes’ attitude, 
which is so appreciated.” 

The final weeks leading up to 
the first day of school are the 
busiest for maintenance work- 
ers, says Piantedosi, adding that 
Andover is one of a few towns 
in the state that combines main- 
tenance of town and school 
buildings under one department. 

“Every year there is a 10- 
week window to get a tremen- 
dous amount of work done,” 
Piantedosi says. “And these 
guys make it happen, despite 
public building laws.” 

Since Massachusetts passed a 
mandate in 2004 changing 
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school building requirements, 
fixing a broken window requires 
the maintenance department to 
produce three price quotes from 
three different vendors. Schools 
are required to choose the low- 
est bidder. Piantedosi says the 
new procedure can make com- 
pleting minor tasks a challenge 
under project deadlines. 

Yet throughout the dog days 
of summer, as students enjoy 
time off from studies and focus 
more on recreation, workers 
such as Ken Parker, the superin- 
tendent of public buildings, will 
most likely be found fixing a 
boiler in a basement, or wedged 
inside a tiny crawl space to clear 
out asbestos — making sure each 
school is fine-tuned and ready 
for the new year. 

“It keeps the days moving 
quickly,” laughs Parker. “After 
25 years, I can say there really is 
never a boring moment.”

After reading Bob Pokress’s 
comments from the Board of 
Selectmen meeting on Aug. 22, 
I feel compelled to voice a dif- 
fering opinion.

We have already had 
to make cuts over the years in 
town services to keep our town 
budget from spiraling out of 
control (consider school pro- 
grams that have been cut over 
the years). With the explosion in 
oil prices and the ever-increas- 
ing costs of health care, every 
facet of both homeowner and 
town budgets will be under pres- 
sure like never before.

HE TAKES A POLAR BEAR PLUNGE every February in the cold waters of the 
Atlantic Ocean to raise money. And she’s money in the bank for organiza- 
tions that sponsor road races. 

Icy ocean water doesn’t faze Lisa Doucett, who grew up in New Hampshire, 

and neither does a 10K road race, as she is a longtime runner. 

“They're events to raise money for kids,” she said. 

And this Andover resident is all about that. 

She’s worked professionally on the fundraising scene in Massachusetts for the 
past 25 years from a

“Staffing and buying the specialized pediatric equipment that we need is also 
a big part of this capital campaign,” said Doucett, who certainly knows the ropes | 
when it comes to raising money. 
She previously worked at Action for Boston Community Development, a 
group that raised $2 million through workplace charity drives that she coordi- 


nated, including a road race and golf tournament. And, prior to that, she served | 


as executive director of the Massachusetts Foundation for Children in Boston 
from 1986 to 1999. She raised and distributed more than $600,000 for 23 mem- 
ber agencies, including Andover’s Professional Center. | 

Her resume also includes development jobs at the Boston Theological Insti- 
tute in Newton and the Massachusetts Horticultural Society. | 

Recently, she got some national notice as she won the National Alliance for | 
Choice in Giving’s top award for 2005. | 

Securing and collecting all that money has its rewards, but it’s more about the 
people who benefit that drives Doucett. 

“When you see a young kid here who reaches up to open a door but can’t | 
reach, you think of all that ‘technology out there that could help,” she said. “But |

“We need pediatric supplies, like assisting devices for doors and spinal | 
standers, which are boards that help kids with spinal i injuries stand up. 

Chose kids are the ones driving her today at the Professional Center. 

“A lot of these kids were premature babies, as technology makes it possible | 
tor babies who weigh just | » pounds to survive. They need time to get caught up 
and that’s what we do here.” she said. 

On the job for the past three months, she has already become a presence on 
the local road race scene. The Professional Center will benefit from money raised 
through entry fees at the annual Feaster Five held every Thanksgiving morning 
in Andover. The Center will join Lazarus House and the Visiting Nurse Associ- 
ation as beneficiaries of the popular race. 

Plus, the Center will once again sponsor its Trot for Special Tots road race on 
Sunday, Oct. 23. 

“It’s a popular event and raised $20,000 last year.” said Doucett, who takes 
part in the road races she organizes.

At home, at peace 


Hospice helps terminally ill patient enjoy comforts of home

OSEPHINE MARCHESE SPENDS HER 

DAYS sitting in her blue living 

room recliner, surrounded by 
dozens of family photographs. Pic- 
tures of her now-deceased husband, 
Alfred, sit nearby, showing him in 
youth and in old age. The portrait 
above the mantel overlooks the 
sparkling Mediterranean Sea in 
Capri, Italy. 

She's at peace here, in the 
Andover home she’s lived in for 
more than 50 years. 

Marchese is terminally ill, dying 
at home with the help of hospice. 

At almost 91 years old, she has 
undergone seven major surgeries 
over the past several years. She has 
battled colon cancer, open heart 
surgery and a tumor in her thyroid. 

She’s had a rheumatic heart since 
the age of 12 and wears a pacemaker. 
She cannot stand without the help of 
a walker. 

And although her doctor told her 
several years ago that she needs a 
new heart, it will never happen — both 
doctor and patient know she would 
never survive the surgery. 

Marchese became a Visiting 
Nurse Association Hospice patient 
about three weeks ago and says 
“everyone’s pleasant so far.” A home- 
health aide helps Marchese and vol-

“Some peo- 
ple are afraid of (hospice) because 
they think of it as the end,” says 
Sandy Morrison of Andover, the hos- 
pice nurse who visits Marchese three 
times a week. “But it’s not the end; 
it’s about living life every day.” 

Marchese says she is happy with 
her life and that her family makes 
everything good. She is surrounded 
by family. She and Alfred raised their 
daughter in this house, and two of her 
grandchildren were born here. 
Marchese now has six grandchildren 
and 13 great-grandchildren, most of 
whom live nearby. 

The decision to partner with hos- 
pice was a family decision. March- 
ese, who shares her home with her 
grandson, Stephen Pangione and his

And that home is overflowing 
with memories. She remembers how 
she and Alfred met by accident when 
both were guests at a wedding. 
Alfred was a last-minute fill-in when 
his brother had an accident at the mill 
and could not attend.

(now Corpus Christi), by the same 
priest who married Marchese’s par- 
ents. They spent their honeymoon at 
Edwards Hotel at Salisbury Beach 
when Marchese was two months shy 
of 20.

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OVERVIEWS: Landscapes at Alpers Fine Art 


From Sept. 2 to Oct. 9, Alpers Fine Art of Andover will present OVERVIEWS, 
an exhibition of new, recent, and vintage landscapes by Philip Koch. With apolo- 
gies to Oldsmobile, “these are not your granny’s subdued, innocuous land- 


scapes,” Peter Alpers says. 


Rather, when you first encounter a Koch oil, that visual wallop the viewer 
might feel may well come from the composition’s vast scale. From the shore of 
a northern lake, it is possible to gape at the encompassing grandeur of early- 
evening sky, immodestly aflame and soaring past on broad-shouldered, Techni- 


color clouds. 


Though his color sense is distinctly contemporary, Koch’s reverential, opti- 
mistic depiction of wildemess echoes the late-19th-century painters of the Hud- 


son River School. 


Similarly, from the spare, lonely compositions of Edward Hopper, Koch 
learned how orchestrating solid volumes, dazzling light, elongated shadows, and 
edgy angularity can evoke both allusive mystery and emotional resonance. 

Little wonder: In 1983 the owners of Hopper’s former studio in South Truro 
offered Koch the first of what now have become 10 week-long residencies there. 
Ensconced amid Hopper’s books, painting shirt, and other studio effects, Koch 
can work his own paintings on Hopper’s easel and thus recharge his creative 
energies. Twenty-two years on, he remains the only artist so honored. 

Visitors to OVERVIEWS will see an elemental artistic vision at work. By juxta- 
posing complex, galloping skies against large, simple, earthly forms that don’t 
move, Koch gracefully integrates the fluid and the permanent. “That balance 
may,” he suggests, “help us find a corresponding balance in our personal lives, an 


anchor against the forces that buffet us.”

T= MONTH, CHRIST CHURCH kicks 
off the season with the inaugural 
concert of a new minister of music.

Bruns 
hopes to get that number up to 40 to 50 
children, but finds that the choir competes 
with outside sports and academics on 
Sundays, something finds “alarming.”
